The Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, has conducted a great 
deal of experimental work with cer- 
eal varieties. -A Summary of the ob- 
Servations,, made over’, a period of 
years brings to Hight a, wealth of 
interesting ‘and. useful information 
concerning these four varieties, 
-Marquis wheat is generally accept- 
ed. as Canada’s standard milling 
wheat. Where it can ripen without 
damage from frost, rust or drought, 
it will yield as well as any other 
variety; and as it has reasonably 
strong. straw and does not. shatter 
when ripe, it is a eone combine 
wheat. 

Red. Bobs matures two or Kies 
days earlier. than Marquis, yields 
narticularly well; and is Strong in 
the straw. However, when rainfall 
is liberal this variety tends to pro- 
duce a high percentage of. starchy 
kernels, thus ‘lowering its commer- 
cial ‘value; and as it shatters more 
rearlity than ‘the other three varie- 
ties, Red Bobs is ‘not considered 
good for combining. ‘ 


An Earlier Variiety 

Reward is two or three days ear- 
lier than Red Bobs, and is. superior 
to most varieties from a milling 
standpoint; it is also. particularly 
strong-strawed, and does not shat- 
ter readily. But when Reward is 
cut too. green it, tends. to produce 
grecnish colored \ kernels, which 
lower its grade. 

Unfortnnately,: the strain of. Re- 
ward originally introduced. yielded 
sonsiderably less than Marquis, Red 
Bobs or Garnet; but newer strains 
are vastly superior to the old ones 
in this respsect, and Reward 22-42 
is a much better yielder than is ap-
